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The Conclufion of our two former. 
moe Owever Pericles endeavoured, from 

7 Time to Time, to varnifh over the 
prefent State of Affairs; continu- 
ally amufing the People with Affu- 
rances of the Succeffes of his Ne- 
gotiations abroad, and even the 
Perplexity of them was of Benefit 
to Him; for it help'd to divert 
the Thoughts of the Publick from 
looking into his Conduct 5 his Creatures, upon the leaft 
Offer at it, crying out that Divifions at home would 
give the greateft Encouragement to the common E- 

my- 
wirbe prefent Uncertainties gave Him likewife fome 
Pretence for fupplying his vaft Expences, either to carry 
on Engagements to prevent a War, or for making the 
neceflary Preparations to begin one; and thus Argu- 
ments were never wanting to fleece the People, who in 
vain complain’d of the great Profufion of the publick 
Money, without any Account having been given of it 
by One, who had for fo maay Years had the fole and ab- 
folute Difpofition of their Revenues; whereas it had ever 
been ufual before his Time for the Prytanis, who were a 
Commiltee of the Senate, annually to examine the pub 
Jick Accounts, in the moft folemn Manner ; being fworn 
upon the Altar, before They enter’d upon that Office, 
to difcharge their Duty with the utmot Impartiality, 
Fidetity and Juftice to their Country.— So careful have 
all wife Governments ever been to preferve this Branch 
of the Adminiftration from Corruption; well knowing 
that without it all other Precautions would be vain and 
ineffe&tual to fupport the Liberties of a free People 

As Pericles tell under the general Cenfure of the Peo- 
ple, on this Account, fo He did not efcape being feve- 
ral Times charged in- the publickh Afemblies with the 
vifible Corruption of his Management; which once went 
fo far that Dracontides, as Plutarch informs us, carried 
a Refoluzion, or Decree, for impeaching Him of embez- 
zing the publick Treafure ; but Agnon, one of his Crea- 
tures, by the Alteration of fome Words, renderea it 
incffe‘tual; and by thefe little Arts and Shifts, which 
too may of his Dependants in the Senate were always 
ready to countenance and fupport, He baffled ai] Endea- 
vours to obtain any. Account of the immenfe Sums, 
which He had fpent, during his Adminiftration. 

But it would have been impoflible for Him to haye 


for bringing Him to Juftice, if He had not had Recourfe 
to a wero Artifice, which no Minifter before Him had 
the Affurance to attempt. This was a Propofal for al- 
lowing Him ten Talents for fecret Service Moncey; which, 
though no very great Sum, yet as it was underftood, 
and even acknowledg’d by Himfelf, to be the Wages of 
Inigaity, it was giving a publick Sanétion to Corrup- 
tion, and was a Precedent, that at once quite overturn’d 
all the antient Checks and Controuls, by which their 
Anceftors had, in the ftriéteft Manner, guarded againft the 
Embezzlement of publick Money ; the Difpofal of which 
was, by this Stroke, put into the abfolute Power of 
Him, who was at the Head of the Treafuryi for under 
this Cover, He had the moft unlimited Scope to fupply 
any Expences, under Pretence of the publick Service. 
One would think that nothing more could have been 
defired to gratify the moft infatiable Thirft of Power 
and Dominion; but fuch were the extravagant Expences 
of Pericles, in unprofitable Negotiations abroad, and fa- 
tisfying the craving Importunities of his Dependants at 
home, who always rofe in their Demands in Proportion 
to the Difficulties, in whith They faw Him engaged, 
and the Want He had of their Service; that though 
He fear'd no Repulic to the moft unreafonable Demand 
pf new Supplies; yet, being confcious Himfelf of his 
xo: bicant’ Expences, He bezan to be afhamed that the 
People Should fee what Money He confumed. He there- 
fore~refolved to make one bold Step more, to fecure 
Himéelf of a Fund, which would at once fully anfwer 
his Purpo%s and conceal his Profufions. This He put 
in Execution, by f{eizing upon the fxered Treasure at 
Beros, which was depofited there by the common 
Conient of the States of Greece, to be kept inviolable, 
never to be touch’d but in Cafe of the ucmoft Extre- 
mity, and That not without their unanimous Advice and 
Confent. 
Sach aa oven Violation of the publick Faith raifed the 
Cismours of all Greece upon Pericles; which He endea- 
voured to palliate at firt with the Pretence of its being 
in gresrer Safety and the Advantages, that might be 
mide of it, by emp'oying it for the Benefit of the Pub- 
lick; but when He faw how Few there were, who had 
the Virtue or Courage to oppofe Him, even in this ex- 





in the pubhck Afeméblies, and with the molt afluming 
Arrogance declared, that the Moncey, when it was once 
granted, was no longer Theirs, who gave it, but Theirs, 
who received it. 

He foon after follow’d This with another Declaration ; 
that the Neceflities of the State, of which He was to 
be the Judge Himfelf, were above all Laws, and that no- 
thing was fo facred, but that even the Plate and Riches 
of the Temples might be feiz’d, and Reftitution made af- 
terwards ; well knowing that it woyld not be in his 
Time, nor any Part of his Concern. 

This great Treafure being now wholly in the Poffeffion 
of Pericles, He had no farther Trouble than to give fuch 
Accounts of it to the Publick as He thought fit; for 
any Prepofal of apfointing Perfor's (as was the antient, 
eftablifh’d Cuftom ) ta examine bis Books or count the Ta- 
lents remaining, was oppofed with the old Cant of di- 
ftrufting fo wrivous an Adminifirction, a8 his Creatuies | 
had the Impudence to call it, and forwarding the Defigns 
of the Enemy, by raifing Divifions at home; the conilant 
Artifice of Thofe, who are engaged in Meafures ceftruc- 
tive to their Country, and are fenfible that their Actions 
will not bear Examination ; whereas, in Truth, no Ene- 
my is fo dangerous to a free People as thele domeftick 
Spoilers ; for though Nations may, and often have been, 
laid wafte by foreign Invaders; yet many of Them have 
recover'd their antient Freedom acd Profperity, as Athens 
it felf had lately done, after all the Malice of the Perfian i 
whereas Hiftory affords us no Example of any. Nation, 
that ever regain’d their Liberties, when They had tamely 
confented to the Lofs of them, or infamoufly fold them 
to their Governors for the prefent Supply of their Lyx- 
ury ahd Vices; but their unhappy Pofterity have for ever 
groan'd under the Inheritance of Slavery, deliver'd down 
to Them by the'r Pore-Fathers.—But to return to Peric/es. 
His Succefs, which even exceeded his own Expeéta- 
tions, ftruck eyery honeft Athenian dumb with Aftonifh- 
ment at the continued, abjeét Complyances of their. Fel- 
low-Citizens. Pericles now flatter'd Himfelf that his 
Authority and Power were fo firmly eftablithed, as to be 
out of the Reach of all Accidents. This made Him {fo 
haughty and infolent, that He became. grievous to his 
own Creatures, and the Object of univerfa/ Odium ; which 
was nog a little heighten’d by the growing Neceflities of 
the State, and the Poverty of the People; {o that the 
former Clamours were again renew’d with great Warmth 
and Violence for an Account of the Diipofition of the 
Money. which had been diffipated during his long and 
expenfive Adminifration. This rouzed his Apprehenfi- 
ons and threw Him into great Perplexities ; which his 
Relation Alcibiedes taking Notice of one Day, when He 
was more melancholy than ufual, He ask’d Him the Rea- 
fon of it. Pericles told Him that He was coniideriog 
bow to make up bis Accounts with the Publick; to which 
this young Profligate (who gave fuch an early Inftance of 
the Milchiefs He was one Day, to bring upon his Coun- 
try) reply’d, that He had much better confider how to 
avoid giving any Account. Unhappily for Athens, He 
took his Kin/man’s Advice, and fee'ng no other Way to 
efcape and divert the impending Storm from burfting upon 
Himfelf, He chofe to turn it upon his Country, by 
plunging Them into a War with Sparta. 

The Spartans, notwithftanding the Inclination They 
had fhewn to begin the War, yec when Things came near 
to an Extremity, {till exprefs'd a Defire of continuing the 
Peace ; and at laft offer'd to defift from it, in Cafe the 
Athenians would. confent to take off the Reftraint from 
the Trade of the Megareaus. 

Pericles, in a long Speech, diffuaded Them from ac- 
cepting the Conditions offer’d, by telling Them that 
though This was a Matter of no great Confequence, (as, 
in i'ruth, it was not) yet the Manner, in which it was 
ask’d, made it neceflary for the Commonwealth to fhew 
their Firmnefs upon this Occafion, in order to fupport 
their Honour, and prevent the Attempts of futere Impo- 
{tions upon Them, in Matters of greater Concern. 

This determined the canal Afimbly' for War, which 
was foon after begun by the Siege of Platea, a ftrong 
Town of great Importance, and the only Acquifition of 
the Athenians by all their glorious Succeffes over the 
Pa&fians which however, in the Ccurfe of the War, 
was icandaloufly neglefted by the Athenians, and fella 
Sacrifice to Sparta. 

Some Endeavours were uf:d to terminate the War 
foon after it begun by a Truce made for a Year, in 
order to agree upon preliminary Articles of Peace ; but 
They were never fettled in fuch a Manner as to take 
Effeét ; and a Peace, that was afterwards concluded be- 
tween Them, had little better Succefs, the Articles being 
never put in Execution, or comply'd with on either 
Side ; but the fhert Time it lafted was fpent in bresking 








treme Act of Violence, He grew bolder, in a little Time, 
gud being prefs'd upon this Article, openly defy'd Them 





Beok of Thucidides to repeat the mutual Infidelities and 
Treacheries practifed by Aibens and Sparts, during 
this Ceflation, which beth Sides were more tired with 
than the War; and all Greece, with the neighbouring 
Powers, being now one Way or other engaged, it was 
foon renewed with the greateft Animofity, and -at laf 
ended with the intire Reduétion of Athens to the Sub- 
jeftion Of Sparta; a Fate, which They might in all 
Probability have efcaped, if Pericles had either had the 
Honelty to have preferved the Pesce, by forbearing ta 
intermeddle, where He had nothing to do, or the Spirit 
to have begun the War fooner, before Athens was quite 
exhaufted, and had loftall Credit abroad by his wretched 
Management. 
It ought however to be remember'd, for the Honour 
of that learned State, that the moft celebrated Wits and 
Poets of Athens endeavoured to open the Fyes of their 
Countrymen, and animate Them againt Pericles, by exe 
pofing his Condu& in fitirical Poems and Inve@' yes 5 
but They were too far gone in Luxury and Corrup- 
tion to recover their ancient Spirit, being conti ually 
footh’d in their Viees by a Set of profigete Writers, 
whom Pericles had pick’d up and employed in his Ser- 
vice. Thefe Fellows were foabandon'd that They nat 
only made a Jeft of Liberty and juftify'd all the Methods 
of arbitrary Government, but put their Patrox in Com- 
petition with Fupiter Himfelf, and flattered Him with 
the Appellation of O/ympius, at the fame Time that He 
was precipitating the Deftruction of their Country. 
Thus We fee that the ovér-grown Power, Ambition 
and Corruption of ons Man brought Ruin upon the 
moft flourifhing State-in the Univerie; and there are 
not wanting Inftances of the like Kind in Hiftory to con- 
vince us that the fame Conduét will have the fame 
Confequences in all Ages and all Nations 
i am, STR, &e.

rFORKIGN AFFAIRS 

We have received. the following Particulars relating to 

the Affairs of Corfica, which We publith with great Plea- 
fare for the Honour of his Imperial Majefty and fome of 
his chief Miniflers. They feem to contain the cleareft Ac- 
count of thofe Affairs, and of the Reafons, which have 
hitherto retarded the Execution of the Treaty made with 
the Corficans. 

4 State of te Affairs f CORSICA 

"Fhe Repub'ick of Genoa had long been tampering with 
the Court of Vienna, ia,order to bring his Imperial Ma- 
jefty to retra& theArticle of Guaranty made in Favour 
of the Corjicans; and fe was fo well perfuaded of Suc- 
eofs, that the had begun with corrupting the Imperial 
Officers. C——» had made no Scruple of taking Care of 
himfelf in the Reftitution of the Hoftages, and in the Im- 
prifonment ef the Four Corfican Chiefs at Genoa, having 
bargain’d with the Genafe for his own anda certain 
General's breaking their’ Faith. € re received, 
among other Pref:nts, 12,000 Spanifb Piafters in 
Money, and the /eid General, at two feveral Times, 
the Sum of 18,0co Crufidoes of Gegsa, which made 
27,000 Piaiters, and aMmongft other Prefents, the Swoid 
fet wit'’s Diamonds, purpofely made for him in France, the 
Price of the Corficams Liberty, and not a Reward for the 
Conqueft of the Iflind. From this Time the Geme/e 
thouglit they had full Liberty of treating the Corficans as 
they pleafed ; but they, far from fuffering themfelves to ve 
difcouraged, or lofe heart, renew’d the Hoftilities, and-a- 
gain appeared in Arms on the other Side of the Hills to 
the Number of 18000 Men, commanded and directed. by 
their Chancellor, who had efcaped out of P. W- "s 
Hands, and they have burat fome Houfles belonging to 
the Gense/e. 

It is faid that the Marquis P——#i, the Genoe/e Envoy. 
employed his utmoft Power with the E mpercr ana P. Eugene 
to induce them to grant the Republick of Genoa an intire 
Liberty of ating with the Corfcams as they thought fit 
without the leat regard to the Treaty made by the Impe- 
sial Generals, and by the Intervention of that Court. 
The Emperor and P. Eugene however rejeéted all the In- 
fiances made by the Gewse/?, and the latter declared to the- 
Morq ifs, that if he had no other Commiffion from the 
Republik, than That of breaking the Treaty, and the pub- 
li_k Faith, he fhewid take Care how he ventured to fet his 
Foot any more within his Anti-Chamber, or te appear be- 
fore him without frehh Inftrvétions, and Thofe of another 
Nature. Ic is likewile faid that the Republick endeavoured 
to corrupt Count D—, Governor cf Milaa; but whether 
the Offers were t oinconfiderable, he being vaflly rich, or 
that he had received counter Orders from Vienna, he ab- 
folutely refu‘e) tocome into the Gense/e Intereft, but on th- 
contrary inveighed feverely againft their Breach of Faith. 








They have had Orders religioufly to perform, the Trea’y, |; 


and to fend both the Prifoners, and Hoftages. to Mi/an. 
To that End an Imperial Commiffary has been fent to 
Corfica, to be upon the Spot, and to affilt not only at the 
Conclufion of the Treaty, but to remain there, and keep a 
watchful Eye over them, that for the future there may 
be no Infraétion made either in the Articles, or in the Em- 
peror’s Guaranty ;and Col. Wacktendonk is order'd nat to 
march with the three Battallions out of Corfica, until the 
eatire Execution of the Treaty ; and if any Difficulties 
thould ariie, he is to have Rec urfe to the Governor of 
Milan for neceflary Orders, who is furnifhed with the 
proper Powers. Notwithitanding all This, the Genafe 
were refolved to mzke their init Pufh, by fending 400 
thoufand Florins to Vienna, to be employ’d in bringing 
the Emperor and his Miniflers over; but this Battery had 
no better Succefs than the reft; far from it 5 for Orders 
were font to Count Daunz, Governor of Mi/an, that in 
Cafe the Genoe/2 raifed any new Delays in the Execution 
of the Treaty, or made any freth Difficulties, he fhould 
order two Regiments to Novi, and on the Genoe/e Territo- 
ries, to remain there at Difcretion, till he had forc’d them 
toan ingdre Obedience. Whereupon the Republick com- 
Plimented-the Emperor with the Ceffion of the Ifland and 
Dominton of Co-fica, thev not caring to keep it upon Con- 
ditions fo prejudicial. This Propofal was not accepted, 
any more than the former ; and thus the Republick has ob- 
tained nothing more by th's Revolt and Submiffion of the 
forficans, than the lofing of their own Credit, the enlarg- 
ing of the CorAcan Privileges, and the throwing away a large 
Sum of Money to no Parpofe upon the Germans. 
Pour Spanif Men of War commanded by Regio, after 
they fail have landed the Money, which they have on 
poard for the Payment of the Spenifs Troops, and’ the 
Subfittance of the Infante Doz Carles, will appear before 
Gera, to demand Satisf€ion of this Republick for the 
fnfults offer'd to Spain, snd amongft others, That of ill 
treating, imprifoning, and turning the Spanifh Conful out 
of Corfea. Ui the Republick pays a fufficient Fine in rea- 
dy Money, it wi'l fave the Spasi#h Court the Trouble and 
Bi.zard of fending Spani/> Money to Dan Carlos: how-

He generally repre- 
fented’ virtuous Perfonages, fo that we hardly ever re 
member to have feen him appear ina vicious Part, at 
leat He never made Choice of one; and this was cer- 
tainly owing to.a Purity of Manners that ciftinguifhed 
hin infinitely more in private than the moft virtuous 
Charaéters He reprefented did in publick Life. His emi- 
nent and 
Ovconomy 3 by thefe Virtues he xegulated the Stage, and 
raifed it during. his Adminiftiation, which continued more 
than thirty Years, from the loweft to the higheft E- 
fteem and Regard. His Humanity and Integrity gained 
him the Affection and Efteem, not only of thofe who 
were immediately under his Direction, but of all who 
knew him, and had any Regard for thofe Virtues. He 
had an open, generous and compaflionate Heart,. fo fen- 
fible of the Misfortunes of others, that He always made 
them his own. His unwearied Application to Bufinefs, 
and his Capacity for it, wou’d probabyy have raifed him to 
a higher Degree in Life in any other Station. He was 
an boneft Man The Publick, his Family and his Friends 
have an irreparable Lofs.
